and Mary relied on their impressions 
to be reality. Despite advice from 
helpers and friends, they refused to 
see things in any new light. Mary, for 
example, in attempting to make her 
therapist promise not to persuade her 
to leave her lover, was, in reality, 
blocking any new way of perceiving 
her situation. John, planning suicide, 
was literally putting his life on the line 
for what he believed was his situ- 
ation. This is the approach which got 
his marriage into trouble and which 
led to the loss of the new woman he 
loved. 

A third aspect of the narcissistic 
condition for these individuals lay in 
their inability to tolerate guilt of any 
kind. Convinced they were bad, they 
blamed themselves more than others 
and then could not live with them- 
selves. 

At one point in his therapy, John 
announced, “I’ve about decided. Yes, 


definitely, you won’t need to have me 
slopping around in your office any- 
more after today. You'll be free to 
work with people who deserve you 
more than me, who are worthy, who 
appreciate your gracious help. Well, I 
mean, who are not such filth.” 

“What are you trying to say, 
John?” 

“I’m trying to say good-bye. You 
are the sweetest person in my life 
right now, and I don’t deserve you. 
So I want to say good-bye.” 

“Where are you going?” 

“Back to my heavenly Father.” 

“What would you get out of killing 
yourself?” 

“I wouldn’t be here on earth to do 
bad things and mess up everyone I 
love and be so guilty all the time.” 

“You think you'll be happier with 
God?” 

“Definitely!” 

“What if he sends you to hell and 


your eternal punishment is to feel per- 
manently guilty for committing sui- 
cide and breaking the hearts of all 
those who love you, ruining their 
lives?” 

Long pause. Then “Ah .. . well. 
. .- Do you think that’s what would 
happen?” 

The therapist appealed to John’s 
own thinking, his own sense of guilt, 
his own version of reality to discover 
why suicide would be unacceptable. 
Guilt, along with loneliness and des- 
peration to be loved, was the issue 
causing the deep pain in John just as 
it was for Jane and Mary. 


All three of these people eventually 
contracted against suicide. They com- 
mitted themselves to long-term ther- 
apy until they were no longer desper- 
ate for someone’s love on a life-and- 
death basis. MAL 
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
